Strangling Education 


(From the Daily Oklahoman) 
In one of the strongest of Oklahoma’s Teachers colleges there 
are enrolled today 1,040 students, nearly all of whom are qualifying 
themselves for work as teachers in the grammar schools and high­ 
school of the state. Sevcq years ago only 363 students were enrolled 
in this institution. Thus In seven years the gratifying increase of 
nearly 300 percent is noted in the enrollment in one of the state’s 
popular institutions of learning. 
But there is another phase of the question that is not so grati­ 
fying. Seven years ago twenty-one Instructors were employed in that 
institution. Today there are twenty-three instructors employed. Thus 
the teaching force has been increased only 9 percent while the en- 
j* rollment has increased nearly 300 percent. Such a situation assures 
congestion at the very best and 
quantity 
production instead of 
quality production at the very worst. 
At the institution in question 605 students are studying Eng­ 
lish and there are only two English instructors. Five hundred ninety 
five students are studying psychology and education under two in­ 
structors. Such a situation appears almost incredible, and while 
students are lending aid as assistant instructors, there is no escap­ 
ing the unpleasant truth [hat quantity production Is the inevitable 
rule. 
The condition prevailing at this one institution prevails at other 
institutions also. The astounding phase of the situation appears in 
this, that while state schools otherwise in a flourishing condition 
are being slowly strangled by lack of a sufficient corps of teachers 
not a penny of ad valorem tax is being levied this year by the state 
equalization board for the maintenance of our institutions. This is 
due to the failure of the legislature to make adequate appropria­ 
tions for our institutions of learning. 
While the situation is grave it is consoling to know that the 
state has its remedy. We have in reserve a three-mill levy not made 
this fiscal year that can be employed to remedy the evil and the 
next legislature should have the vision and moral courage to do its 
duty by the schools of the state.

Pontotoc County’s System 
Had Lowly Beginning 
as Prairie Trails. 


W hen Oklahoma entered the un­ 
ion of states the Indian Territory 
side of the new state had few roads 
other than trails ram bling through*! 
the brush or across the prairies. 
One of the first problems which 
county commissioners bad to meet 
was th at of roads and bridges. In 
Pontotoc the problem was about the 
same as in other counties and the 
commissioners began to map out 
roads and build bridges. 
These first bridges were wooden 
structures and those still in exist­ 
ence have had to be rebuilt two or 
three times. 
Some years ago the policy of 
building bridges of * concrete 
was 
adopted and has been followed ever 
since with the result that no m atter 
what part of the county a person 
goes he finds concrete bridges and 
culverts and more being built as 
fast as funds are available. 
Most of the im portant stream s 
are now bridged and with steady 
work on the roads they are about 
as fair as dirt roads with no sur­ 
facing can be made. 
Chug holes appear during long 
dry spells and these make traffic

to be considered killing. It finds the 
farm ers with the crops nearly a ll in 
and ready to begin breaking their 
land for next year’s crops as soon 
as there is sufficient m oisture to 
make plowing possible.
